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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicants arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues the combination of the cited references does not teach or suggest the use of a flag. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
The Ouzts reference demonstrates the use of a flag through the use of a GetLocation method to specify the flags as to how a thumbnail 
image should be rendered. As previously stated, the GetLocation method is a part of the lExtractlmage interface routine that is used to 
obtain a representative thumbnail either from the cache or create a thumbnail if a thumbnail has not been generated. It is obvious that a 
flag would be set to indicate the conditions of whether or not a thumbnail has already been generated and is stored in the cache. The 
Ouzts reference is relied upon solely to provide the functionality of using flags to indicate which location an image should be retrieved. The 
applicant argues the Ahmad reference fails to clearly define the video libraries. It is respecfully submitted that the Claim language of Claim 
1 does not include this limitation. 
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
